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New hiring requirements for 
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Albany Police Chief adopted

ALBANY — Future Albany po- 
lice chiefs will need at least a bach- 
elor’ s degree and five years of 
experience as a supervisor, accord- 
ing to an ordinance passed by the 
Albany City Council unanimously 
Tuesday night. 

At the meeting Albany Police 
Chief Larry Murdo asked the coun- 
cil to consider allowing an offilcer 
to qualify by getting a master’s de- 
gree without experience as a super- 
visor. 

“It will allow an energized of- 
ficer to pursue the position,” Murdo 
told the council. “I disagree with 
that, I feel it is vital the person who 
is police chief here have some su- 
pervisory experience,” City 
Adiministrator Daren Fields said in 


response. In the end, the council » 


cited a need for experience, and did 
not accept Murdo’ s proposal. 


“To have actual experience do- 
ing something is really very criti- 
cal,” said Councilwoman Elizabeth 
Baker. 

Before Tuesday’s vote, Albany 
required that the Chief of Police be 
an Albany resident and have inter- 
mediate certificate from the Police 
Officers Standards and Training 
Commission (POST). 

The ordinance will make 
Albany’s list of requirements for 
police chief more like close of sur- 
rounding cihes. In Berkeley, the 
police chief must have a bachelor’s 
degree and experience as a supervi- 
sor in a police department, accord- 
ing to acity staff report. In El Cerrito, 
the police chief must have a 
bachelor’s degree and five years of 
management experience in police 
work. 

Oakland requires a bachelor’s 
degree and significant command- 
level experience. But unlike most

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Beware of mixing 
politics with prose 


ENGLISH MAJORS ARE A pitiful lot. True, 
they are generally envied by strivers in other 
disciplines. Math, engineering, Russian, city 
planning and the like other majors exact blood, 
sweat and tears from their proponents on the 
rocky road to a sheepskin. But when it’s over for 
them, they’re fit to make a living. They’re 
doctors, lawyers, botanists or social workers and 
can prove it. 

_ English majors sit around and read great and 
not-so-great literature for four or more years. 
Tucked up in easy chairs hour after hour, day after 
day, they read their way from Beowulf to Iris 
Murdoch, with Chaucer, Milton, Shakespeare in 
between. Reading novels and poetry, ancient and 
modern, is meat and oil to an English major. 

But after an English major throws up his cap 
and hangs up his diploma, what then? Great 
literature has taught him much about how to live 
but not a lot about how to make a living. 

I KNOW THIS BECAUSE I am one. After I’d 
thrown up my cap, there was nothing for it, if I 
was to have daily bread on my table, but go to 
work as a typesetter. A typesetter was once an 
artisan admired for lightning skill in taking single 
letters of type, ens and ems, from a case with 
tweezers and arranging them into printable 
sentences and paragraphs. As I did it, it was 
processing words (an interesting concept, but 
another story). 

Now, as you know, the Mayor of Albany is also 
an English major. Not, I hasten to add, that the 
Mayor is your garden variety, run of the mill 
English major. He won honors and awards for his 
scholarship, not merely in his chosen field, but as 
the overall star of the whole school. And he 
appears to have escaped the fate of regular 
English majors, but, as Robert Louis Stevenson 
said, “Politics is perhaps the only profession for 
which no preparation is thought necessary.” 

Recently the Mayor took up his pen and joined 
the ranks of ink- stained wretches. After a close- 
reading of his work, I’d like to offer up a minor 
criticism here, a kindly suggestion there, as one 
member of the English major brotherhood to 
another. “A cat may look at a king,” said Alice. 


IN HIS ESSAY “TIME TO TAKE another 
stand against intrusion,” the Mayor takes as his 
text an expanded version of a summer night’s tale 
about 22 Albany women wielding shot guns at the 
border, an allegedly defining event in our town’s 
history kept alive in candidates’ speeches since

1908. Considering that the medium is the 
message, his florid prose makes an odd read as it 
comes trailing clouds of academe into this meat 
and potatoes medium. He has, however, caught on 
fast to its cardinal rule: fill space. 

After picturing Albany as a town of feisty 
independence through the ages, the Mayor then 
makes an astonishing leap over logic. “Let us take 
an example from the women of Ocean View and 
stand firm for regional planning,” he says. Hold 
the phone. There are two concepts there and 
they’re mutually exclusive. 

As historical as the legend of the women of 
Ocean View is Albany’s bottom spot in the 
pecking order of cities and other entities clawing 
for turf which run things in the region. As the 
Northern Gateway to Alameda County, the small 
town in the hinterland, the joke on the fringe, 
Albany has had trouble getting an invitation to the 
meetings or a seat in the back row. Without power 
or influence, our town’s vaunted independence 
and very identity will be swallowed down into the 
maw of a remote giant called regional 
government. 

THE BRAVE WOMEN OF OCEAN VIEW 
would have swooned at the idea of regional 
government, if they could have even imagined 
such a thing. Albanians, using their independent 
spirit as an example, could once again take up 
those symbolic shot guns, ring the borders and 
push back the infidels, but don’t hold your breath. 
In 1995, they’re bigger than we are. 

Analysis of the Mayor’s prose suggests he is 
either ingenuous or skilled in the craft of hype. I 
suppose it could be he really believes, as he says 
in a subsequent work titled “Get ready for 
changes at Albany city hall,” that participatory 
democracy thrives down there. For some citizens, 
that proposition runs counter to experience and is 
just too rose-covered to ring true. 

IN THE LAST ANALYSIS, the Mayor’s deeds 
speak louder than his words. I, for one, am always 
encouraged to see an English major make it big, 
however he does it.

EC fire prevention 
successful, so far 


Extreme caution 
urged during high 
fire risk season 


By Dawn Frasieur 


EL CERRITO — This year’s 
fire hazard prevention program 
has been very successful, accord- 
ing to Fire Chief Steve Cutright. 
At the same time, residents and 
business owners need to keep up 
the good work during what is “the 
period of highest fire risk for the 
East Bay hills.” 


“Even though there’s a lot of 
fog in the hills now, that can 
change in a couple of days,” said 
Cutright. “This is still a danger- 
ous fire season, as evidenced by 
the recent fires in Oakland and 
Marin County.” 


The seasonal east/northeast 
wind is a prominent factor during 
the fire season, he said. By drying 
out and warming the fuels, the 
wind can produce a major change 
in conditions within 36 to 72 hours. 
Vegetataion can quickly become 
highly flammable. 

“We have forecasting methods, 
so we won’t be caught completely 
“out of town,’ so to speak,” said 
Cutright. “We can be ready for 
them, but we can’t prevent them.” 


As for the program, Cutright 
said the city has made continuing 
progress in its general prevention 
goals, as well as specific progress 
in this past year. 


E] Cerito’s Fire Hazard Reduc- 
tion Program seeks to reduce fire 
hazards on city property, residen- 
tial property and large parcels 
which are both publicly and pri- 
vately owned. Significant progress 
has been made across the board, 
he said.

he said. More work remains to be 
done but much more brush and 
grass was removed this year after 
the completion of the environmen- 
tal review process for the Hillside 
Natural Area. 


Asaside benefit, the prescribed 
HNA burnings have served as “an 
excellent training exercise for our 
firefighters,” he said. “They are 
now better prepared to attack and 
suppress wildfires.” 


Cutright described the city’s 
private property owners as “ex- 
tremely cooperative” in voluntar- 
ily clearing fire hazards from their 
yards and vacant lots this year. 
While 159 parcels were identified 
with fire hazards by late May, all 
but four owners had cleared them 
by the end of July, he said. 


The chief also reports good co- 
operation from PG&E, EBMUD, 
Pacific Bell and other large prop- 
erty owners and agencies this year. 
Work on longterm solutions to 
particular problems is continuing, 
he said. 


One of the major prevention 
activities now underway involves 
active discussions between the 
cities of Richmond, El Cerrito and 
Berkeley. The cities are trying to, 
develop a mutual response area 
by which each would reinforce 
the others’ ridgelines. 


“Basically, it’s similar to what 
Oakland did in the last fire,” said 
Cutright. “The goal is to put in a 
preponderant number of units on 
any fire from the very beginning. 
Fires tend to grow exponentially; 
time is of the essence.” 


For that reason, Cutright par- 
ticularly urges citizens to report 
any fire, no matter how small. 


“We’d much rather receive 
many calls about a small fire than 
no calls, or calls too late, for a fire 
that has already grown too large,” 
he said. “Only with everyone’s 
help and vigilance can we con- 
tinue to work effectively toward a 
fire-safe community.”

ELCERRITO—ElmerFreethy, 
longtime owner of the El Cerrito 
Lumber Company, has been added 
to the El Cerrito Wall of Fame for 
his many contributions to the com- 
munity. Freethy was among several 
residents chosen for the honor this 
summer; he and his family were 
personally congratulated by mem- 
bers of the El Cerrito City Council 
at their Oct. 2 meeting. 

Freethy was nominated by the 
Cerrito City Club of which he has 
been amember and regular attender 
since 1961. He was recognized for 
the wide variety of ways in which 
he’sserved the community through- 
out the years. 

In 1964, he headed a successful 
$1.2 million bond issue campaign 
which paid for the new Community 
Center and 14 new parks. He served 
on the city’s Civil Service Com- 
mission from 1960 to 1968 and 
chaired El Cerrito’s 50th anniver- 
sary celebration in 1967. 

Council members Mae Ritz and 
Jane Bartke remember Freethy from 
those days. 

“T got involved when (he was) 
running that 50th anniversary cel- 
ebration,” said Bartke. “That was 
one of the first things I did in the 
city.” 

He’s “really made our city a great 
city to live in,” said Ritz, who was 
also involved inthe celebration plan- 
ning. 

Council member Cathie Kosel 
has special memories of Freethy. 
She remembers her grandfather 
playing cards with him in the 1940s 
and 50s. 

“And I remember him saying, 
“He’s a fine young man,’” she said. 

Kosel also noted another mark 
of Freethy’s attitude toward com- 
munity involvement. There was a 
time, she said, when certain busi- 
ness owners were upset because the

“Let me help before the crisis 
to avoid the crisis,” reads Joann 
Nelson’s pamphlet. And this is 
the focus of her work as a 
geriatric specialist. 


Since she left her previous 
job as a case manager in the 
City of Alameda, Nelson has 
been working in Albany 
privately. She is working with 
Jean Allen, director of the 
Albany Senior Center, trying to 
form some groups, particularly a 
stroke awareness Class. 


Joann Nelson has extensive 
experience with various senior 
populations. In addition to her 
11 years with the City of 
Alameda, she has written and 
developed an Alzheimer’s Day 
Care program for a senior 
center, and has facilitated a 
stroke support group for five 
years. In addition, she has been 
a primary therapist in a 
geriopsychiatric hospital, and an 
activity director in local nursing 
homes. 


She lists her ‘Services 
Available:’ In-home assessment, 
placement, education, 
counseling, advocacy, 
consultation, information and 
referral, crisis intervention, care 
management coordination for 
in-home services, entitlements, 
ongoing assistance for long- 
distance caregivers. Surely this 
covers the whole spectrum of 
services for fragile elders. And 
her experience and training have 
prepared her for all of this. 


And she adds, “I have an 
excellent working relationship 
with Social Service agencies” 
and “Let me draw upon my 
experience to provide the least 
restrictive and most dignified 
solution.”

solutions in crisis conditions, I 
was impressed by the help that 
would be available from 
someone like Joann Nelson in 
such conditions. 


She plans a November 
program to educate adult 
children of frail elders on issues 
they may face with their parents, 
giving them a quick explanation 
of benefits and services 
available, and tips on how to 
approach parents to talk about 
these very difficult topics. 
Topics such as: Do you have a 
will? (and how to ask without 
sounding as if you are looking 
for an inheritance). 


“T know this is a 
generalization,” she smiles, “but 
I think it is more difficult for 
men.” And she adds, “People 
who have parents in trouble 
often spend hours getting 
directed to the right services.” 


Nelson notes that Albany has 
a high percentage of seniors, 
and people who live in small 
cities want to give their business 
to people who live in their town. 
These facts lead Joann to the 
Albany Senior Center, which, 
she feels, could be “incredibly 
dynamic if Jean (Allen) had 
some relief in order to deal with 
the administration of things.” 


In that vein, Nelson tells us, 
they are looking for ways to get 
funding for a case manager, 
even for one day a week. 


Joann Nelson, originally from 
New York, has been in the 
Berkeley/Albany area for almost 
20 years. She is the mother of 
three children, all boys. One is 
12 years old, and the twins, 
“who run me around,” are 9 
years old. Her husband, a native 
of Montana, and she met here.

County to hold hearing on gun controls 


On Oct. 24, the Contra Costa 
County Board of Supervisors holds 
the last in a series of hearings on the 
county’s proposed Firearms and 
Ammunition Dealers Ordinance. 
Adoption would make the Contra 
Costa ordinance the most compre- 
hensive regulation of gun dealers in 
any county in the state. 

The ordinance was initiated by a 
request from the Contra Costa Board 
of Supervisors in May 1995 in re- 
sponse to a Health Services Depart-

ment report showing that more than 
80 percent of the county’s gun deal- 
ers were operating in residential 
neighborhoods. More than two- 
thirds of the dealers did not have the 
local business licenses required by 
law. 

“The proliferation of handguns 
in our county is a very real problem 
contributing to hundreds of injuries 
and deaths every year,” said Dr. 
William Walker, Contra Costa 
County Health Officer. According 
to health department records, gun- 
related deaths have outnumbered 
traffic-related fatalities in the county 
since 1988. By 1993, the number of 
gun-related fatalities was nearly 
double that of traffic-related deaths. 


Because of state pre-emption 
laws, localities are prohibited from 
passing any laws that are stricter 
than state laws regulating gun sales 
and distribution. Communities are 
permitted to adopt business and 
other zoning ordinances that per- 
tain to the location and regulation 
of firearms dealers. Six cities in 
Contra Costa have already passed 
firearms dealer ordinances similar 
to the one under consideration by 
the Board of Supervisors. 

The National Rifle Association 
(NRA) and its allies are watching 
the proceedings in Contra Costa 
very closely, posting alerts on the 
Internet, and organizing local op- 
position to the ordinance.

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The Kids Are All Right: I really didn’t want 
to write about race relations any more, but I got a 
phone call last week that really shook me up. So 
allow me one more go, OK? 

The call was from a white man who was upset 
because I wrote, “We need to pour money into the 
black community until East Oakland looks like 
Piedmont.” 

“This may make me sound like a racist,” he 
said, “but how long do you think East Oakland 
would remain looking like Piedmont?” 

Well sir, you’re right about one thing: It does 
make you sound like a racist. 

But you’re wrong about your implication, 
which is that black people don’t care about their 
neighborhoods as much as white people. 

It’s not only wrong, it’s demonstrably wrong. I 
can prove it out of my own experience. 

You see, I live in a black section of Berkeley. 
Around here, it’s white people who ruin the 
property values when they move next door. 

No joke. It’s easy to spot the black homes: 
They lawns all look like putting greens, and the 
houses all have a fresh coat of paint. 

But every once in a while you see a home that’s 
run down, with crabgrass growing in the front 
lawn. That means a white hippie has moved in and 
is trying to let things be “natural.” 

Every morning as I leave for work, I see the 
black kids lined up for school, wearing their 
maroon sweaters and gray flannel pants. They go 
to the Catholic school around the corner, even 
though they’re all Baptists. Their parents send 
them there because they like the discipline. 

Meanwhile, the white kids are practically feral. 
They go to the public schools. (Or rather, they 
don’t go to school. They usually play hooky.) 

There’s a simple reason for this: The black 
neighborhoods are the oldest neighborhoods in 
Berkeley. Most people live in the same houses 
their grandparents lived in. 

Generation after generation, they all played at 
San Pablo Park, they all went to Berkeley High, 
then they got married and started raising the next 
generation in the family home. 

Needless to say, I can’t remember the last time 
we had a burglary on this block. With all those 
solid middle-class values, it couldn’t be any other 
way. 


One of my black neighbors is a young man 
named Eric May, who lives across the street. Eric 
has always worked hard and done well in school, 
even though he held part-time jobs at the same 
time. 

Right now, he’s studying to be a hair stylist at 
the Alameda Beauty College. But back when he 
was a kid, he was Eliza’s cat sitter. 

For more than 10 years, Eric has had a key to 
my house. It makes me feel more secure knowing 
that there’s somebody responsible in the 
neighborhood who can look after Eliza in an 
emergency. And as soon as Eric’s little brother, 
Chase, gets a few years older, he’s going to get a 
key, too. 

You think I’d let any of the white kids in the 
neighborhood have a key? Dream on! My TV 
would be gone in a flash. 

So don’t give me any bullbleep about black 
people not being good neighbors. You just don’t 
know what you're talking about. 

Another of Eliza’s former cat sitters is white 
young man named Matthew Cord. He’s 23, the 
same age as Eric. 

I’ve known Matt since he was 4 years old. His 
dad is one of my oldest friends. 

On the afternoon of the great fire, I was with 
Matt’s dad on the roof of their house in West 
Berkeley, watching the fire march down the hills, 
exploding each house as it went. 

At about 4:30 the phone rang. It was Matt. 

“Hi, dad!” he said brightly. “I’m up here in the 
hills, fighting the fire. We’ve been trying to save 
this house for the last four hours, and I just 
discovered that the phone still works. So before it 
burns down, I thought I’d call you and tell you 
where I am.” 

Matt had been in the hills that morning, 
snapping photographs with friend. When the fire 
broke out they hooked up with an engine company 
from the Berkeley Fire Department and 
volunteered their services — which were 
gratefully accepted. 

Matt’s dad wasn’t surprised. “This has 
happened before,” he said. “When the Cypress 
Structure collapsed, Matt was one of the first ones 
down there pulling people out of the rubble.” 

The reason I’m telling you all this is that I just 
ran into Matt a few days ago, and he says he’s 
decided what he wants to do with his life. 

He’s enrolled in the Chabot College Fire 
Academy. He’s going to be a firefighter! 

If ever a man was made for a job, Matt was 
made for this one. On this fourth anniversary of 
the Oakland Hills fire, I salute him. And Eric, too. 
I couldn’t be prouder of them if they were my 
own sons. 

Which, of course, I wish they were..

since the rigged PA system on the bus was on the fritz, 
no one more than two rows back could hear what he 
said, so he yielded the rocking, rubberized bus floor to 
Hank Van Dyke, Emeryville’s Director of Public 
Works. 

“You can see some of the early stages of our San 
Pablo revitalization project here,” said Van Dyke as 
the bus crossed 35th Street, “like these new painted 
lines.”

The new location will help relieve congestion on 
San Pablo by moving the transfer station out of the 
way. 

Though Van Dyke’s voice carried well, the audi- 
ence (about twenty CMA members and invited guests) 
fragmented into smaller conversations.

ears. 
Z Ream served 28 years with the Oakland Police 
Department, 13 of those years as the deputy chief of 
police. He has extensive experience in police manage- 
ment, having served as a consultant in that area for the 
cities of Richmond, El Cerrito and San Pablo.

This is the greeting on the Internet Gateway 
screen now available on selected catalog terminals 
in every branch of the Alameda County Library. 
The virtual information world is now a reality in the 
library branches. 

Catalog terminals in each branch include many 
options for use and searching by library users. 
Choices include Al E. Cat (the on-line public access 
catalog for locating library materials), the Look 
Smart Job Search System, Periodical/Magazine in- 
dexes and articles, Connect to other Bay Area librar- 
ies, and the Internet Gateway. 

By going through the Internet Gateway, library 
users can connect to information files in other com- 
puters around the world. Librarians caution, how- 
ever, that the path to desired information is usually 
not straightforward and the journey can be frustrat- 
ing. 

But a world of information is available, including 
everything from up-to-the-minute weather forecasts 
at the National Weather Service to information on 
countries around the globe from the Army’s Area 
Handbooks. Traveling the Internet can be fun if the 
element of serendipity and unexpected discovery is 
appealing.

Panthers attack: Norman Hayes 


Wi ACCAL’s 2nd leading rusher went 
for 154 against Albany.

At 5-foot-7, St. Mary’s running back Norman Hayes 
doesn’t cut a very imposing figure on the football field. 
That is, until he carries the ball. Then he appears to be 
very big. 

The senior back is one of the few options on a limited 
offense, and that makes his accomplishments even more 
impressive; opposing defenses know who the ball is 
going to and still can’t contain him. 

Simply said, as goes Norman 
Hayes, so goes the St. Mary’s High 
football team. 

Saturday, Hayes piled his team- 
mates onto his shoulders and ran 
with them to victory, as the Panthers 
(5-1, 2-1 ACCAL) defeated Albany, 
16-14, thus avoiding back-to-back 
losses at home. 

It didn’t look good for the Panthers heading into the 
half, trailing, 14-0, to an Albany team (1-5, 1-2) that’s in 
the lower half of the division in both offense and defense. 

“We were alittle flat in the first half,” St Mary’s coach 
Dan Shaughnessy said. “But we executed well in the 
second half. Give Albany credit, though, they threw 
everything they had into that ball game.” 

The third quarter belonged to Hayes, who carried the 
ball for 114 second-half yards and 154 for the afternoon. 
Hayes is currently second in the ACCAL in rushing with 
692 yards, and fourth in scoring with 9 touchdowns. He 
averages 159 yards per contest. The only team to slow 
him down so far has been Bishop O’Dowd. But in that 
game, Hayes did an excellent job at cornerback helping 
to contain the ACCAL’s best runner, Ricky Walker. 

That defensive effort surely slowed Hayes on offense, 
where he was limited to just 69 yards on 23 carries. And 
the Panthers lost. But against Albany, Hayes had mesh 
legs in the second half. 

In the third quarter, he spotted a hole up the middle 
and took off for a 59-yard touchdown. He then converted 
the 2-point play, narrowing Albany’s lead to 14-8.

Inaseason where every fumbled snap, dropped pass 
and penalty has taken on game-breaking significance, 
Saturday’s post game discussion in the Cal football 
locker room after the Oregon game may qualify as the 
Bears’ one true turning point for the 1995 season.

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Gauchos want respect — now

Respect. 

The El Cerrito High football team 
wants it. Now. And the way the 
Gauchos are playing, they deserve 
it. 

Last Friday they went on the 
road to De Anza High, the same De 
Anza that blew out the Gauchos, 
73-38, in El Cerrito’s season-end- 
ing game last year; the same De 
Anza team with the top-ranked of- 
fense in the Alameda-Contra Costa 
Athletic League, the top ranked 
quarterback, and the third leading 
scorer.

» Quill needs stronger fabric 


And let's cut out the ‘cute’ older women

Don’t let anybody tell you Holly- 
wood isn’t writing good parts for 
women these days. Look at How to 
Make an American Quilt:. The al- 
most-all-female cast includes Winona 
Rider, Anne Bancroft, Jean Simmons, 
Alfre Woodard, Ellen Burstyn, Lois 
Smith, Kate Capshaw, Claire Danes, 
Melinda Dillon, and Kate Nelligan, 
not to mention poet Maya Angelou. 
The director (Jocelyn Moorhouse) 
and screenwriter (Jane Anderson) are 
also women. 

That’s the good news. The bad 
news is that none of the parts has 
much substance. “American Quilt” is 


adapted from Whitney Otto’s novel 
of the same title, which I haven’t 
read. Buta novel obviously has more 
leisure to develop the kind of discur- 
sive story that “American Quilt” is 
based on thana two-hour movie does. 

Ryder plays Finn (“one of those 
hippie names”), a 26-year-old who 
can commit neither to a master’s the- 
sis topic nor to her live-in boyfriend 
Sam (Dermot Mulroney). To work 
on her current thesis topic — the 
rituals of wemen’s handiworks in 
tribal cultures — and to think about 
Sam’s recent proposal of marriage, 
she goes to spend the summer with 
her grandmother, Hy (Burstyn), and 
great-aunt Glady Joe (Bancroft) at

their Victorian house somewhere in 
California’s Central Valley. 

The major metaphor of the film — 
and boy, does that metaphor get a 
workout! — is the quilting bee that 
Hy, Glady Joe, and a group of their 
friends have been conducting for de- 
cades under the tyrannical supervi- 
sion of former maid Anna (Angelou). 
Their current project is a wedding 
quilt with the theme “Where Love 
Abides.” Its intended recipient? Finn, 
of course. 

Finn’s models of “where love 
abides” aren’t very encouraging. Her 
own parents, typical ’70s flakes, gave 
up on their marriage early. Her grand- 
mother, great-aunt, and their friends 
all recount tales of betrayal, infidel- 
ity, and abandonment. What’s a girl 
to make of such a crazy-quilt of scary 
exemplars? 

The quilt provides the occasion 
for the telling of each woman’s story, 
and that’s where the film breaks down. 
Instead of the full exploration of these 
histories, each surely worth a movie 
in itself, we get snippets. It’s difficult 
to get involved when we realize that 
the film’s focus will be on each char- 
acter for only a few minutes. 

And Finn’s dilemma, which is in- 
tended to form the center of the film, 
simply isn’t interesting and suspense- 
ful enough. Willshe choose the steady 
Sam, take up with hunk-of-the-month 
Leon, or neither of the above? You’ll 
know the answer before she does. 

I’m bothered also by the film’s 
attitude towards the older women. 
They smoke pot, they sing popular 
songs — in other words, they’re cute. 
toward 
seniorhood, or whatever the current 
euphemism for old age, I increas- 
ingly resent old people being depicted 
as cute. I’ll be cranky, or wise, or 
senile — anything but cute. 

How to Make an American Quilt, 
as you’ve no doubt surmised, is yet 
another example of a “women’s 
movie,” like the current Moonlight 
and Valentino and the recent Some- 
thing to Talk About. 

Does it strike you as odd that more 
and more American movies seem tar- 
geted precisely at onesex or the other? 
That for every testosterone-laden 
Willis/Schwarzenegger/Stallone epic 
we need a female weeper? To see a 
unisex movie, we practically have to 
rely on foreign films. 

Think about it. 


Strong 
music, 
strange 
casting

There’s plenty to like in San Fran- 
cisco Opera’s production of Madama 
Butterfly and plenty to shake your 
head at. And some things that make 
you do both. : 

In the latter category is the con- — 
ducting of Donald Runnicles. ~ 
Runnicles, the company’s music di- *~ 
tector, is recognized now as one of 
the world’s best Wagner conductors, 
spending much of every summer at 
the Wagner festival in Bayreuth and 
knocking Bay Area audiences on their 
ears with wonderful, full-blooded 
performances of the Ring and (most 
recently) Tannhauser. 

Runnicles brought the same style 
to ‘Butterfly,’ with mixed results. 
There’s some justification for that 
approach, both in the music and his- 
torically. Puccini undoubtedly had 
Tristan somewhere in the back of his 
consciousness as he composed But- 
terfly, if only because no composer 
of that era could avoid it. Also, both 
pieces are dominated by glorious, 
extended love duets, then capped by 
solo death scenes for the soprano. 
(I’ve always suspected that the brev- 
ity of Butterfly’s farewell is a com- 
ment on Isolde’s longwindedness.) 

Runnicles made it clear that 
Puccini, at least in this opera, also 
borrowed Wagnerian structural tech- 
niques. It’s most notable in the love 
duet, with its extended finale that ~ 
builds to a really orgasmic climax. 
Runnicles handled this superbly, and 
he found many other places in the 
opera that can be played 4 la Tristan. 

With his orchestra responding ar- 
dently, the effect was eye-opening; it 
will be hard to hear some passages of 
the opera in the future without recall- 
ing how they can sound. 

That said, the Wagnerian approach 
is, just as often, inimical to the spirit 
of “Butterfly.” Cio-Cio-San is most 
poignant when she is played deli- 
cately and when the orchestration is 
kept in check, not when both are 
imitating the Immolation Scene in 
Gétterdammerung. 

The conflict between delicacy and 
power is inherent in the score (some 
would say the same of Tristan), but 
Runnicles should have known things 
were out of hand when, at the climax 
of the act III trio, the singers got lost 
entirely in the roar of the orchestra. 

The major drawback to the pro- 
duction is the long-in-the-tooth Cio- 
Cio-San of Catherine Malfitano. Re- 
markably for a soprano who’s been a 
major interpreter of Puccini heroines 
around the world, this was her San 
Francisco debut. 

She’s still very beautiful; her voice: 
has great power and, often, a rich 
beauty. But she is utterly unable to, 
portray a girl of 15. (Ishould note that: 
my party included a 15-year-old girl 
seeing her first opera, and who was 
comparing Malfitano (unfavorably) 
to Lea Salonga in Miss Saigon, the 
Broadway knockoff of “Butterfly.”) 

Madama Butterfly will be pre- 
sented with this cast Oct. 14, 17, 20 
and 22 (although Alfredo Portilla 
sings Pinkerton Oct. 20 and 22). It 
returns in December with Yoko 
Watanabe as Cio-Cio-San, Richard 
Margison as Pinkerton, and perhaps 
most interestingly, with the S.F. 
Opera’s principal guest conductor, 
Sir Charles Mackerras, at the po- 
dium. Those performances are Dec. 
2, 4 and 9. Call (415) 864-3330 for 
reservations.

It’s an emergency. Weeks have 
gone by and you’ve neglected the 
symptom long enough. There is only 
one solution to the problem. Call the 
doctor. But wait. You need a referral 
you say. Dialing 911 can’teven help. 
This is specialized. 

Enter The Jazz Doctors. No white 
coats, stethoscopes or thermometers 
here. These doctors prescribe music 
at night and administer to the world 
of optometry and education by day. 
Make the rounds with The Jazz Doc- 
tors and you’ll find a cure for at least 
some symptoms. 

How do two optometrists and a 
professor of sociology find the time 
and energy to add musical perfor- 
mance to their already full days? Pas- 
sion, committment and no television. 
When Dr. Bob Schoen bumped into 
Dr. Ken Seger one day, the former 
optometry classmates struck up a 
conversation about music. 

“We started talking about our 
music because we knew we were 
both musicians, and we decided to 
get together on keyboard and bass. I 
said ‘Do you know a drummer’ and 
he said ‘Yeah, I bumped into a drum- 
mer at a wedding reception.” 

As the story goes, when Seger was 
in San Luis Obispo he knew drum- 


mer Dr. Pat Fox. They had played 
together then and lost track of each 
other. Years later, they were reunited 
at a wedding reception and discov- 
ered that for 10 years they had been 
living within about two miles of each 
other and never knew it. 

“Ken called him up and the three 
of us got together,” recalled Schoen. 
“I could tell right from the beginning 
that we appreciated what we were 
going through, that we were on the 
same level and listening to each other. 
We liked the same kind of music to a 
certain extent and we were willing to 
give-and-take and experiment.” 

The Jazz Doctors were born. A 
few months of practice and as luck 
and timing would have it, a band 
appearing at an Oakland restaurant 
frequented by Schoen had moved to 
New York. When Shoen offered The 
Jazz Doctors, the restaurant agreed 
anda weekly jazz gig was established 
that was to last well over a year. 

“I took this very seriously,” said 
Schoen. “You see, you only have 
three things in your life. You have 
your significant other, you have your 
day gig and you have your music. 
Don’t ever ask us to rank them be- 
cause you can’t live without those 
three.” 

Schoen graduated from optometry 


school in 1976. In addition to his 
practice, he writes music, walks regu- 
larly, studies and practices his saxo- 
phone daily. Having played keyboard 
for years, his recent jump to saxo- 
phone has created new goals. 

“One of the ways that music par- 
allels life is when I graduated from 
high school and my first day in col- 
lege some teacher drew a little circle 
and he said, ‘when you graduate from 
high school everything you don’t 
know will fit in that circle.” Then he 
drew a circle that was three times as 
big. He said, ‘when you graduate 
from college everything you don’t 
know will fit into this’ and he kept on 
drawing bigger circles. ‘When you 
graduate from graduate school you...’ 
and I’ll never forget that moment. 

‘Well, what happened when I 
started playing the sax and I said ‘I 
should be able to sort of play.in a 
year.’ And after a year was over I 
said, ‘I think I need two years.’ Now 
at the end of two years I’m saying to 
myself, ‘four years’ and I know damn 
well that in four years it’s going to be 
eight more years to learn what I need 
to learn,” Schoen reflects.

be imagined. Amanda’s new mate, 
Victor (very well played with the 
right stolid umbrage by Robert Tay- 
lor), is a straight-as-a-string, stodgy 
English gent. Sybil, Elyot’s new bride, 
is adowdy (costumes by Mark Patino) 
by comparison ingenue-type who 
clouds up and cries at every turn. 
Janet Verite Oliphant, using a voice 
that would etch glass, plays the un- 
nerved newlywed with whining vigor. 

Obviously these marriages are 
doomed, so it’s no surprise when 
Elyot and Amanda rekindle the old 
flame and run off to her apartment in 
Paris leaving their new mates in an 
unconsummated lurch. 

The play, and CCCT’s zesty ver- 
sion of it, picks up speed as the sec- 
ond act rolls to its climax. Back in 
Paris, do Amanda and Elyot settle 
into domestic bliss, having learned 
their lesson? Not on your tintype. 
Kissy-face calms are merely lulls in 
the continuing storm of bickers, 
shouts and flying dishes. Quel em- 
barrassment all around when the cast- 
off mates appear at the door to find 
the combatants down and dirty on the 
floor pummelling away at each other. 

If Sir Noel means anything in 
Private Lives, it’s that constant con- 
tention among marrieds is just an- 
other sign of true love. As one couple 
sneaks off again to fight elsewhere, 
the play ends with their former 
spouses taking up the cudgel them- 
selves suggesting anew romantic duo 
is in the offing. 

Coward’s only kidding, of course, 
but the concept has become an an- 
tique. No doubt in 1930 naughty Noel 
set out to shock strait-laced English 
audiences and succeeded. Unfortu- 
nately, today’s world has been blitzed 
and bludgeoned until we’re pretty 
much shockproof. Theater buffs and 
inveterate Coward fans will find a lot 
to like in the CCCT’s Private Lives. 
The El Cerrito company’s faithful, 
accustomed to less esoteric fare, may 
find it good for a laugh or two but not 
exactly their cup of tea.

Parkinson’s disease is a progres- 
sive neurological disorder involv- 
ing areas of the brain which control 
movement. First described in 1817 
by a London Physician, Dr. James 
Parkinson, this serious illness af- 
fects the middle part of the brain 
called the substantia nigra. Nor- 
mally, nerve cells in the substantia 
nigra contain a great deal of dopam- 
ine. In PD, these dopamine contain- 
ing cells gradually degenerate and

left it. Henry Jr. oversaw extensive 
remodeling of the house which 
tripled the size of the floor plan. 

Confined to a wheelchair due to 
the degenerative nature of his dis- 
ease, Henry Jr. directed designers 
and engineers from his father’s com- 
pany to create an open floor plan 
which could accommodate his 
needs. A large swimming pool and 
surrounding patio were also added 
and was used both for physical 
therapy and company entertaining. 

According to neighbor and long- 
time friend Marge Saunders, the 
original home at 6464 Melville was 
built in the late 40s by an admiral 
stationed in Alameda. “Admiral 
Sager flew over the area and se- 
lected the lot site,” Saunders re- 
members. 

Piedmont Pines, part of what 
was once known as the Smith Re- 
serve was first subdivided in the 
mid-’30s. Touted as close to trans- 
portation yet secluded, “above the 
fog level,” with “air healthfully dry 
and pleasantly pine scented,” the 
hillside sites were “landscaped by 
nature,” with towering Monterey 
pines, eucalyptus and coastal oaks. 
The first homes to be built tended to 
be Mediterranean or Colonial Re- 
vival in style. 

Post war homes such as Admi- 
ral Sager’s reflected the coming

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Over the last few years]’ve been 
thinking that a lot of our ills in life 
are due to sheer quantities of people. 
There are so many people, we’ve 
become so crowded, and our lives 
are so fast that it’s no wonder we 
can’t keep up, can’t keep track any- 
more. 

We read in the paper, for ex- 
ample, that millions of government 
dollars are missing. They’re gone 
or we never had them or maybe 
they’re just misplaced. We’re way 
beyond being able to count what 
we've got. 

We are aware that there are a lot 
of us, and so we tend to think of “all 
of them,” but we are all individu- 
als. Each of us is a person with 
distinct needs, thoughts, expecta- 
tions. Whether it will ever be pos- 
sible to count our money or any- 
thing else depends upon us indi- 
vidually and has everything to do 
with how capable we are, how we 
relate to one another, how much 
we care. 

It seems to me thatit is therefore 
imperative that we provide the best 
possible teaching resources. We 
need to give our teachers and our 
schools our undivided attention. 

Right now in Oakland there is a 
crisis in the schools. The district is 
large, incredibly diverse, strapped 
for money. The individuals who 
tun the schools are seeking, trying, 
but communications are difficult, 
separations large, directions hard 
to pinpoint.

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Under discussion now are plans 
to redraw school boundaries, to 
move kids around from over- 
crowded schools to those with 
space. There is talk of specialized 
schools for certain grades and with 
specific emphasis. Big plans, 
maybe good ones, maybe not. But 
in the meantime, we are losing our 
teachers, both literally and spiritu- 
ally, and we cannot let this happen. 

Many teachers are discouraged, 
frustrated, tired. They feel they are 
being taken advantage of. They’ve 
been working without a contract 
for a year, haven’t had a pay raise 
in five years, and their classes are 
too large. Teachers are saying that 
in order to make their point, to 
underline what they must have in 
order to effectively teach, they may 
have to go on strike. This is what 
they want: 

1. Reallocate existing district 
resources to the classroom. 

2. Reduce class sizes: kinder- 
garten to grade three, from 30 to 23 
students; grades 4 to five, from 31 
to 25; grades six to 12, from 32 to 
29. 

3. Raise teachers’ salaries to an 
acceptable, comparable, and com- 
petitive level. 

I don’t know if these things can 
be accomplished. I hope they can. 

I hope that we can make our teach- 
ers happier, hope they will know 
that they are being supported. 

Excellent teachers I have re- 
cently known have been those who 
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taught my children. My son’s fifth- 
grade teacher last year picked up 
his class, kids 10 and 11 years old, 
and made them soar. He taught 
those kids some things I’d never 
encountered in my own schooling. 

He taught Roman and Greek 
mythology, astronomy, graphs, and 
algebra and geometry. They stud- 
ied the Civil War and Shakespeare 
and geography. They learned that 
they were capable of memorizing 
all of the states and their capitals, 
the states as they joined the Union, 
mountain ranges and rivers of 
America, the names of our bones 
—and how to spell them correctly. 

These kids made cue cards to 
use when giving reports in front of 
the class, learned to do library and 
computer research, to think about 
what they were reading and then to 
describe it to someone else, out 
loud and in writing. They became 
experimenters and checked what 
they thought they had observed. It 
was a great Class. 

My daughter’s first-grade 
teacher a few years ago was an 


' amazing person. She gathered ev- 


ery small child to her and told each 


- of them a message: “You are per- 


fect. You are good and beautiful 
and worthwhile. You can be any- 


. 


to see beauty, to sing, to see, to 
care, perhaps to be the person who 
makes the difference. 


I donot have a magic solution to 
offer the teachers or the schools, 
but I do think that we must honor 
our teachers. I think that every time 
we have the chance, we must make 
our honor known. We must tell our 
teachers we are thankful for what 
they do. When we meet them, we 
must extend our hand, tip our hat, 
convey our respect and ouracclaim 
for the importance of their work.

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The end of daylight savings is 
only weeks away and with it comes 
the unofficial end to the growing 
season. It also means shorter days 
with cooler temperatures and rainy 
weather. So here are some items 
for your “to do” list to get your 
garden ready for winter: 

1. Replace any splash blocks 
that may have broken or disap- 
peared during the summer. Attach 
rain drains to downspouts to move 
water away from planting beds to 
keep them from being flooded. 
Don’t forget to check and clean 
out the gutters. 

2. If you have not done so, feed 
your lawn with a good balanced 
fertilizer. Fall is a very important 
time to feed the lawn. Why? Be- 
cause the grass will keep its green 
color longer, and prevents that 
yellow/brown color in January. 
And, as the weather turns warmer, 
the desirable grass will crowd out 
the emerging weed seeds. 

3. Look to see if the ties on your 
trees are cutting into or girdling 
the bark. Also, look for any dis- 
coloration on the bark caused from 
the ties being too tight. If you 
have any of the above, re-tie the 
tree to prevent further damage. 

4. Continue to pick up any of 
the leaves that drop from decidu- 
ous trees. It’s important to pick 
them off ground covers and lawn 
areas because if this organic mat- 
ter is left for any extended period 
of time, it can cause insects and 
fungus to develop, or the grass to 
die out. 

5. When 50 percent of the leaves 
have fallen off your fruit trees, 
apply dormant spray. The late fall 
application is very important in 
controlling ‘shot-hole’ fungus as 
well as controlling over-winter- 
ing insects. 

6. Prevent unwanted weeds next 
spring by applying Surflan to open 
areas before the rains begin. 
Surflan prevents all the weed seeds 
that blew in this summer from 
germinating. It can be applied 
around established trees, shrubs 


- Winterizing your garden 


and groundcover without any dam- 
age. 

7. To prevent moss from grow- 
ing on wooden surfaces, brick and 
other masonry, seal with a water 
repellent such as Ducksback. Fol- 
low the instructions carefully — 
this task should be completed 
while the wood surface is dry. 

8. It is not too late to plant 
winter color such as pansies, prim- 
roses, and violas. Plant them closer 
together to get that look of full- 
ness because at this time of year 
they will not spread so much. To 
prevent them from turning yel- 
low, add cottonseed meal at the 
time of planting. 


9. Finally, what to do when — 


freezing temperatures are fore- 
cast? 

a. Move cold-sensitive plants: 
under some type of covering or 
eave. If it has not rained in the last 
10 days, give all your plants a 
good drink of water. Plants that 
are on the dry side suffer more 
from the dehydrating effect of 
freezing temperatures. 

b. Apply Cloud Cover to all 
frost-tender plans such as citrus, 
bougainvillaea and hibiscus with 
a follow-up application in Janu- 
ary. 

c. Set up stakes around the 
plants to support clear plastic cov- 
ering for those very cold nights. 
When covering your plants with 
plastic, be sure that the plastic 
does not touch the plant because 
tissue damage will occur. Do not 
wrap the plant up like a mummy 
and leave it covered all winter 
long. 


d. For those very cold nights 


attach mini Xmas tree lights to 
those plants near an electric out- 
let. The warmth from the lights 
can warm the air surrounding the 
plant limiting the damage from 
cold temperatures.

The days of “buyer beware” 
are rapidly disappearing. It’s not 
enough for sellers to answer truth- 
fully when questioned about the 
condition of their property. Sell- 
ers, in most cases, are required to 
disclose material defects in a prop-

erty that they are aware of that 
wouldn’t be evident to the buyer. 

Misrepresentation can also oc- 
cur if a real estate agent falsely 
represents the property, exagger- 
ates the benefits of a property 
(called “puffing”), or fails to dis- 
close facts known to the agent that 
materially affect the value or de- 
sirability of the property. 

False advertising can be con- 
strued as misrepresentation if buy- 
ers rely on what’s said in an ad 
when they make their decision to 
buy a house. Likewise, misstate- 
ments of facts about a property in 
the Multiple Listing Service can 
be misrepresentation. 

Often buyers don’t discover 
that misrepresentation has oc- 
curred until after they have closed 
their purchase transaction and 
moved into the house. At this 
point, the buyers have several 
options. If they agreed to an arbi-

tration clause in their purchase 
agreement, they may be bound to 
arbitrate a solution to their prob- 
lem. Otherwise, they may have 
grounds to sue the seller and/or 
agent for misrepresentation. If the 
sellers sue for damages to com- 
pensate for their loss, they will 
probably have to prove that the 
seller and/or agent willfully falsi- 
fied or withheld information. An- 
other possible remedy is to sue to 
have the sale set aside (called 
“recission”), which might not re- 
quire proof that the seller will- 
fully deceived the buyer. If a 
recission is granted, the buyers 
get their money back and the sell- 
ers get their house back. 

Law suits are time-consuming 
and emotionally draining, ‘even if 
you’re in the right and you ulti- 
mately win. To protect against 
having to go to court with a mis- 
representation suit, exercise due 
diligence to discover the full ex- 
tent of a property’s defects before

you complete the purchase. Al- 
ways include an inspection con- 
tingency in the purchase contract. 
And always have a property thor- 
oughly inspected. Don’t rely on 
an agent’s, or seller’s, statement 
regarding any material fact that’s 
crucial to your decision to buy the 
property. Take the initiative and 
verify any critical information in- 
dependently. It’s almost always 
better to get out of a purchase 
before it closes, if you discover 
defects you can’t live with, than it 
is to sue for damages, or recission, 
later. 

Also be aware that you have an 
obligation as a buyer to investi- 
gate material defects when such 
information is made available to 
you. You may not have a case 
against a seller for misrepresenta- 
tion or nondisclosure if you failed 
to complete reasonable investiga- 
tions in order to protect yourself. 

As with most things in life, real 
estate issues rarely have black and 
white answers. If you have any 
questions about misrepresenta- 
tion, a seller’s responsibility for 
disclosure, how you can back out 
of a deal without risking your de- 
posit, your responsibilities to pro- 
tect yourself when buying a house, 
or what legal recourse you have if 
you’ve been taken advantage of, 
the best thing to do is to consult a 
knowledgeable real estate attor- 
ney.

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n of proof often rests with seller Internet rapidly becoming 


useful real estate resource

Two primary characteristics dis- 
tinguish the real estate office of the 
future from that of today: color and 
the Internet. 

That’s the message emanating 
from Seybold San Francisco, the gi- 
ant gathering of print and publishing 
professionals which filled Moscone 
center for three days last week. 

Although many of Seybold’s ex- 
hibitors cater to the high-end printing 
industry (one Nikon digital camera 
being touted was the E2s, which re- 
tails for $18,000), it was not hard to 
find many tools and outside service 
providers that will be available to any 
office at a reasonable price, if not 
now, very soon. 

Appraisers already show up at a 
property armed with digital cameras 
that do not use film and feed directly 
into their computers. The real estate 
professional is but a block or two 
behind, waiting for the moment when 
either their office buys the equipment 
for them or they bite the bullet and 
pay for it themselves. 

In any event, the days of pasting a 
photo to a piece of paper and produc- 
ing a black-and-white copy of astate- 
ment to hand out at an open house are 
a thing of the past. Although color 
may not be quite as important as the 
cellular telephone, which real estate 
people embraced last decade with the 
zeal of a desperate dieter, the color 
copier and color printer are certain to 
soon become standard office equip- 
ment. 

As for the Internet, that invisible 
foreign country no one had explored 
and few had heard of even a year ago, 
ithas almost overnight become a use- 
ful resource for a wide variety of real 
estate businesses. 

“Seven months ago there were 
maybe 70realestate-related Web sites 
that we could find,” said Elizabeth 
Scott, a broker with Equiloan in San 
Francisco and co-owner of American 
Mortgage Listings, which is a na- 
tional loan request listing service on 
the Net (http://www.loanlist.com). 


“A couple of weeks ago we got a 
list of about 200 more. And in the last 
issue of CAR magazine they said 
there are now 450 real estate-related 
Web sites. Obviously, this is grow- 
ing.” 

Grow it will and eventually the 
Internet will extend far beyond indi- 
vidual utility. It is almost certain to 
become the hub which allows inter- 
action between and within offices 
exactly like the local area network 
server in today’s office environment. 
From listings to market analysis, the 
Net will be global in its reach. 

“Real estate’s a logical applica- 
tion for the Internet,” observed Ed 
Lynn, chief technical officer with 
MentorNet, a San Francisco-based 
Internet learning center. The Mul- 
tiple Listing Service is something 
real estate agents hold dear to their 
hearts and away from their custom-" 
ers. It’s only a matter of time before 
multiple is found on the Web.” 

Seybold exhibitors offered an en- 
ticing view of this affordable future. 
Among the highlights: 

*HTMLeditors. In case you didn’t 
know it, you can’t just go out and get 
on the Web. First you need a service 
provider and then you have to code 
your copy into browser-readable 
form. 

HTML stands for Hypertext 
Markup Language. Much like hiring 
a graphic artist to do your layout and 
paste-up before sending it toa printer, 
someone has to be conversant with 
HTML code or else what you put up 
on the Net won’t be readable. 

There were many software pro- 
viders selling HTML editors at 
Seybold, but exercise caution when 
choosing one over another. I am told 
that only two companies, InContext 
for PC’s and Softquad for Mac, have 
editors that enforce HTML rules. 

T-shirts at Seybold sported such 
phrases as, “Everyone who’s any- 
body has a URL,” but the typical 
Web surfer does not understand, and 
does not need to know, that there is a

special way of coding information on 
the Net. 

* Fargo Electronics, Inc., offered 
the PrimeraPro color printer $1,499), 
which they called a “price/perfor- 
mance breakthrough in photo-realis- 
tic color printing.” Using a process 
called dye sublimation, images are 
incorporated onto the paper itself from 
a ribbon. It is a continuous tone re- 
production process, not involving 
half-tones or color separations, so 
there are no dots in the image. 

¢ Envoy from Novell, the network 
people, allows everyone in the office 
to comment on an electronic docu- 
ment before it is even printed. A 
document is sent around by Envoy 
which highlights comments in differ- 
ent colors, tells who wrote what, even 
if everyone has a different type of 
computer. 

¢ For many firms, the budget is 
simply not big enough and the techni- 
cal process not worth learning. In that 
case the owner/office manager may 
decide to use an outside provider. 
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One such is Miller Imaging of Santa 
Monica, which will incorporate a 
color photo on the page using photo 
insert software from Kodak. “You no 
longer need to send a letter with just 
text on it,” said Steve Miller, presi- 
dent of the firm. 


* For the artistically inclined, 
Hitachi offered a cordless pen and 
pad, the Multipad, which allows us- 
ers to draw and write freehand di- 
rectly into a computer. Hitachi claims 
Multipad is as fast as the user, a past 
problem, and retails from $200 to 
$300. 

But from apple to Adobe, the 
Internet and how to use it was the 
emphasis at Seybold. 

“Everybody is trying something 
on the Net,” said Scott of Equiloan. 
“Right now it is hard to tell which is 
working and which is not. I’ve talked 
with a lot of people who would rather 
retire than deal with the Internet.” 


But if you’re not ready to retire 
yet, instead of fighting ‘em you might 
want to join ‘em.

construction without at least a 10 
- 15 percent contingency fund. If 
they don’t have that, then they 
need to cut back on their construc- 
tion budget. However, once demo- 
lition is complete, most of the 
unknown conditions will have 
been exposed, and they can con- 
sider adding some of the contin- 
gency fund back into the project. 

Second, accept the fact that 
changes during construction are 
probably not going to be priced as 
low as the original project was 
priced. Although most contrac- 
tors are honest, there is not the 
incentive to keep costs at the ab- 
solute minimum that there was at 
the beginning of the job, espe- 
cially if you got competitive bids. 

The worst situation is when the 
contractor priced the job too low 
originally, and is trying to make 
up his losses by inflating the price 
of the extras. How do you keep 
costs under control?

The best way is to require a 
breakdown of the contractor’s 
price for the change, including 
labor and materials. Knowing that 
the contractor is charging you, for 
example, four hours of labor at 
$35/hour plus $200 for materials, 
will let you have some assurance 
that the pricing is reasonable. 

A round number like $1,500 is 
usually a sign that the price was 
just pulled out of the air and not 
carefully figured. Ask how the

number was arrived at. 

Third, always get changes in 
writing, before the work on the 
change is started. This protects 
you in a number of ways. It will 
eliminate problems due to faulty 
memories, which seem to be ram- 
pant where matters of money are 
concerned, (The contractor is bill- 
ing you for work which he claims 
you okayed a month ago.) 

Getting changes in writing also 
helps you keep in touch with the 
current cost of your construction 
project. It’s truly surprising what 
a few verbal “okays” to extra costs 
can amount to when you actually 
see them down on paper. 

Fourth, if you are working with 
a design professional such as an 
architect or interior designer, ask 
for their input before agreeing to 
any changes. Often a fresh eye, 
not caught up in the pressures of 
construction, can see alternative

Q: We are thinking seriously of 
selling our house. Over the past few 
months we have had conversations 
with three different Realtors about 
how much our house will sell for 
and every one has stated a figure 
considerably lower than what we 
think the house is worth. Interest- 
ingly, every one of them agreed to 
take the listing at a price slightly 
higher than the figure we’d like to 
get, even though they all said they 
didn’t think the house would sell for 
anywhere near that amount. We 
would like to list our house with 
someone who likes it as much as we 
do and who sees the worth of it as 
we see it. So for now we’re going to 
keep on looking. What doyou think? 


A: We feel a great deal of sym- 
pathy and understanding with both

you and the three real estate agents 
with whom you’ve spoken. We 
strongly identify with you and with 
them as well. 

However, despite these strong 
feelings of identification, we feel 
that both you and they, in different 
ways, are grasping at straws. 

If you have had three experi- 
enced agents come over to your 
house, look it over, talk with you 
about its many virtues, go back to 
their offices and look into the crys- 
tal computer to see what houses like 
yours have been selling for in your 
neighborhood recently, and they 
have all told you your house was 
worth roughly the same amount, 
then we would bet that figure is 
probably what your house is worth. 
Your wanting it to be worth more is 
quite understandable. 

We can understand your feel- 
ings because we have been in the 
same boat. Last year, having found 
and bought the bigger house for 
which we had been looking for a 
long time, we sold a house in which 
we had lived for seven years. We 
started out with a price substan- 
tially higher than the price we even- 
tually received. So we, like you, 
were unrealistic until the market 
taught us a lesson. By not testing 
your perception against the market 
you are perpetuating a fantasy and, 
in that sense, grasping at a straw. 

The three real estate agents are 
grasping at their straws more 
straightforwardly. 

They are all three grasping at the 
same straw, which is the hope that 
you will come to see things realisti- 
cally somewhere along the path to 
selling your house and reduce the 
price to the point that it will sell. 

We can certainly identify with

them. All agents are guilty of taking 
over-priced listings. 

As often as we tell ourselves not 
to do it, and as frequently as we 
curse ourselves for sitting around 
on Sunday afternoons in houses to 
which no one is coming, the fact is 
that we need to make a living, and 
we can’t do that by pontificating 
about things which are admittedly 
more of an art than a science. 

If we refuse to list a property at 
the price the sellers want, someone 
else will doit and, very likely, even- 
tually sell it. We have to do busi- 
ness where we can and work to 
make things go right. 

So taking an over-priced listing 
and hoping the sellers will drop the 
price when no one buys it after 
several months, is also understand- 
able. It is not even especially unre- 
alistic, but it is grasping at straws. 

It is always unpleasant to have to 
point out to your sellers that we 
have tested the waters and we are 
not going anywhere, so it is now 
clearly time to lower the price. 

This is frequently the moment at 
which the messenger is shot, or 
fired. 

Such sellers have given rise to a 
classic in-joke about how lucky one 
is to be some people’s third Realtor. 
The first one had the listing at an 
outrageously high price. The sec- 
ond one got the sellers to come 
down a little, but still not enough. 
The third will finally sell it. 

Every once in a while we, and 
the rest of the real estate commu- 
nity, are proved wrong. 

This happened a couple of years 
ago with our brother-in-law’s house. 
He is an architect/artist and had 
built an amazing array of wood and 
tile details into his very small house. 

When it came time to sell he 
insisted ona price much higher than 
either we or any agents we knew 
thought was appropriate. 

Lo and behold, the machinery of 
the real estate community began to 
grind with entries in the multiple 
listing service and fancy flyers 
spread around to agents. 

One agent who loved the place 


told another agent who had a super-* 


particular client and bingo, we had 
a sale. 

The buyer had worked for a 
prominent architect, recognized the 
value of the details and is still 
pleased as punch with the purchase. 

So, ultimately, you might be 
right. The only way to ever find out 
is to engage in the big research 
project of letting the market tell you 
what the real value of your property 
may be.

Armoire project adds 


greater storage space

For those in need of extra stor- 
age or closet space, an armoire is 
a handsome, easy-to-build solu- 
tion. This one easily stows full- 
length coats, robes and gowns and 
has a roomy drawer at the bottom 
to store linens, handbags, and 
more. 

The armoire can be built using 
pine, oak or other inexpensive 
lumber. The project requires us- 
ing three wooden boxes, the base, 
the main closet section and the 
drawer, and putting them together. 
Then, cut and hang the drawers, 
attach ready-made decorative 
molding and apply finish. Finally, 
add the drawer and door handles. 

This armoire measures 77 
inches tall by 38 inches wide by 
22 inches deep. The doors are five 
feet tall and allow easy access to 
the interior. 

The armoire plan, No. 729 is 
$7.95 and included step-by-step 


directions with 13 photos, full- 
size traceable patterns, exploded 
diagrams, a shopping list and a 
cutting schedule. 

The armoire is also a part of an 
entire country-style bedroom set. 
The six matching pieces include 
the armoire, the bedroom chest 
(which is 69 inches tall by 41 
inches wide by 20 inches deep) a 
dresser and mirror (54 inches 
wide) and a nightstand and head- 
board. Together, the plans for the 
bedroom set, No. C56 are $15.

ways to accomplish the same result 
for less money. 

Fifth, try to avoid the “might-as- 
wells.” This is the situation where 
the electrician is wiring your kitchen 
remodeling, and he’s right there on 
the job site, so you “might as well” 
have him wire the new sconces in 
the dining room that you’d been 
thinking of doing some time in the 
future. 

Imaginations seem to blossom 
during construction, and it’s easy to 


think of great little touches to addto 
your project. Some of them may be 
worth doing. But it’s also easy to let 
these get out of control. The final 
bill can be staggering. 

Try to exercise some self-disci- 
pline and stick to the original project. 
But if a little extra touch will make 
your project truly more wonderful, 
then great, go for it. Remember that 
contingency fund? It’s partly for 
adding wonderfulness, too.

Bugliosi Speaks: The other 
thought-provoking talk-show 
guest I’ve heard is former L.A. 
and Manson prosecutor Vincent 
Bugliosi, also on Owens’ show, 
late last week. You may well have 
been at work and missed the 
interview. Owens awoke Bugliosi 
late one morning — the former 
L.A. prosecutor is working late to 
finish up his latest book — and 
asked him about how the case was 
handled. 

Id had lunch with Bugliosi in 
Oakland a few years back and 
remain impressed by the guy. 
Bugliosi is both intelligent and 
committed to putting the bad guys 
away — and he knows how to do 
it, too. And no matter how you 
feel about the Simpson verdict, 
Bugliosi’s thoughts on Ownes’ 
show about how the case was 
prosecuted were worth hearing. 

Bugliosi said he likes both 
Marcia Clark and Chris Darden 
personally and says he sent the 
two prosecutors a telegram on the 
day before their final summations 
wishing them luck. Having said 
that, Bugliosi, waking up now, 
added, “The prosecution couldn’t 
have been handled it much worse 
than they did.” 

The case was lost, Bugliosi 
says, in two main areas. 

One, the jury: “It did a terrible 
job. How dare Judge Ito say we 
owe these people ‘a debt of 
gratitude’ after they’d ignored a 
mountain of evidence.” 

The second area, of course, is 
that “the prosecution did a terrible 
job,” said Bugliosi, sounding 
disgusted. 

Specifics? 

“For Darden to throw Mark 
Fuhrman out as a witness was 
unbelievable,” said Bugliosi. “He 
told the jury, ‘I’d hate to be in

your shoes. Why? There was 
testimony from 14 cops who got 
to the Bundy crime scene before 
Fuhrman did. They all said there 
was only one glove there. 
Fuhrman had no second glove to 
plant. I couldn’t believe Darden 
didn’t remind them of that in his 
summation.” 

And the trial’s DNA evidence 
against Simpson, added Bugliosi, 
further dissecting the case, “was 
strong, but not as powerful as 
some evidence that wasn’t 
introduced.” 

The white Bronco chase, for 
one thing — but not the chase 
itself, Bugliosi noted, as many 
have second-guessed. “OJ had 
only gone 55 miles in that hour, 
so the argument of flight would 
have been somewhat ambiguous,” 
Bugliosi told Owens. “It’s what 
they FOUND in the Bronco later 
that would have been incredibly 
damaging — a disguise, a 
passport, $8,750 in cash. That’s 
powerful evidence to a lay jury. 
THAT’S the kind of stuff that 
gets you convictions.” 

While some Monday-morning 
prosecutorial quarterbacking is 
inevitable, still, Bugliosi’s 
insights carry far more weight 
than most of them. He’s been 
there, done that, conviction-wise. 
By the way, Bugliosi also agreed 
the case never should have been 
moved to downtown L.A.

to do and started sending every- 
thing to opposite places....After I 
sent a telegram to Martinez that 
should have gone to Pinole, my 
boss, a big man who smoked a 
Sherlock Holmes-type pipe, called 
me into his office; I knew what was 
coming before he told me. 

“He was nice about it but said to 
me, “Son, I don’t think you can cut 
the mustard here.’” 

The job had lasted seven days. 

Freethy was left with a serious 
problem. He had left high school in 
order to take the job and “got fired 
before I even got started.” Embar- 
rassed to return to school under 
those circumstances, he sought out 
another job and went to work for a 
roofing company. He worked nights 
for three months before he got laid 
off. Other short term jobs included 
driving a grocery wagon for $2 day. 

Times were hard, but Freethy 
believes his eventual success — in 
a job he loved doing — can be an 

inspirational lesson to a young per- 
son who has to spend some time 
finding just the right niche in life. 
It was when he was building a 
crystal radio set at home that things 
began to tum around for him. 
“Everyone wanted to listen to it 


on the earphones, including a su- 
perintendent for the Miner Con- 
struction Company. He asked me 
where I got the materials to built the 
cabinet; I told him I’d used an old 
apple box.” 

The man was impressed with 
Freethy’s carpentry skills and put 
him to work. 

“It wasa godsend,” said Freethy, 
who believes strongly that good 
things can come from bad begin- 
nings. 

By the time he married Marjorie 
Freethy in 1930, he was well on his 
way to success in the construction 
business. He had graduated from 
high school and met her when both 
were students at UC-Berkeley. He 
founded Elmer J. Freethy Construc- 
tion in 1931 (and purchased the El 
Cerrito Lumber Company in 1944). 

“A $400,000 job came up at El 
Cerrito High School, and a friend 
suggested I make a bid. I said I 
didn’t have any money; in those 
days, you had to come up with a 
performance bond.” 

But people had faith in the young 
man’s ability and dependability. His 
mother mortgaged her home tocon- 
tribute to the fund. He also turned 
for help to another well-known com- 


munity leader. E.M. Downer Sr. 
had founded Mechanics Bank in 
1905 (his grandson still serves as 
chairman ofthe board; E.M. Downer 
IV works for the regional bank); 
Downer loaned the young business- 
man the monies he needed to pro- 
ceed. 

Their faith paid off. Freethy was 
low bidder. He built the gym and 
shop at El Cerrito High, along with 
some smaller projects. At this point, 
he says, “I’ve probably built more 
schools in the area than any other 
contractor.” 

(That’s included construction of 
the men’s gymnasium at Stanford 
University.) 

Along with many other construc- 
tion projects around the Bay Area, 
including private residences and a 
major apartment building in San 
Mateo, Marjorie and Elmer Freethy 
built their own home in El Cerrito in 
1938, where they’ve lived since. 

The house holds many memo- 
ries. Just stepping onto the porch 
reminds them of when they hauled 
all the bricks home in a truck to 
build it themselves (Marjorie’s 
uncle was an English masonry con- 
tractor); they also reared two chil- 
dren there. Jack Freethy currently

lives in Lafayette; daughter Marylee 
Kollehner lives in Alamo. 

The Freethys have seven grand- 
children and seven great grandchil- 
dren. 

The El Cerrito Wall of Fame is 
designed to give recognition to El 
Cerrito residents who have made 
significant contributions to the com- 
munity. 

“The Wall of Fame 
was...established by the residents 
of El Cerrito to honor those people 
in the city who have demonstrated a 
love for the city and a...care for the 
people of the community that goes 
far beyond what one would nor- 
mally expect,” said La Force. 

Nine residents have been so hon- 
ored since the wall was established 


several years ago. Their pictures — 


are mounted on the Council Cham- 
bers wall in the El Cerrito Commu- 
nity Center. (Two pictures are still 
to come.) Those awarded are also 
presented with a recognition plaque 
and picture by the mayor. 

Wall of Fame honorees are 
Sundar Shadi (appointed in 1990), 
Louis and Bettianne Flynn (1991), 
Doreen Spellmann (1991), Art 
Schroeder (1992), Don West (1993), 
Jean Siri and Marvin Collins. Siri 
and Collins were appointed to the 
Wall of Fame in June, along with 
Freethy. 

The council’s presentation to Siri 
is scheduled for Nov. 6.
